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BASIC  SCIENCES 


Anatomy 


Teaching  the  morphological  sci- 
ences is  the  responsibility  of  the  De- 
partment of  Anatomy.  As  a  universi- 
ty department  it  serves  the  Graduate 
School,  the  School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions  and  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine. Briefly,  the  science  of  anatomy 
is  the  study  of  structural  organiza- 
tion integrated  with  function,  from 


the  molecular  level  to  the  body  as  a 
whole.  A  visit  to  a  departmental  re- 
search laboratory  will  show  instru- 
mentation common  to  other  disci- 
plines. In  addition  to  a  variety  of 
microscopes  from  light  to  electron, 
one  will  find  stereotaxic,  electro- 
phoretic,  scintillation  counting,  radi- 
ation, immunological  and  computer 
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equipment.  Active  research  pro- 
grams are  conducted  in  cell  biology, 
neuromorphology,  musculoskeletal 
system  and  immunology.  Graduate 
students  are  provided  excellent  op- 
portunities for  expanding  their  hori- 
zons in  selected  research  projects,  in 
one  or  a  combination   of  areas.

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BIOCHEMISTRY 

The  Department  offers  programs 
leading  to  the  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  de- 
grees in  biochemistry,  which  re- 
quires a  laboratory  based  research 
thesis,  and  will  have  a  separate  pro- 
gram leading  in  1986-7  to  a  Masters 
in  Medical  Biochemistry  which  does 
not  require  a  formal  thesis.

repair,  enzyme  regulation,  genetic 
systems  in  microorganisms,  lipid- 
protein  interactions,  lipoprotein  for- 
mation, lymphocyte  transformation, 
medical  education,  membrane 
structure  and  function,  mitochon- 
drial function,  molecular  biology  and 
gene  expression,  platelet  biochemis- 
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try,  prostaglandins,  regulation  of 
protein  and  nucleic  acid  synthesis, 
steroid  metabolism,  and  virus  repli- 
cation. The  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  programs 
are  directed  to  individuals  desiring  a 
broad  experience  and  training  for  a 
research  career  in  biochemistry.

The  Ph.D.  (Doctor  of  Philosophy), 
the  Psy.D.  (Doctor  of  Psychology), 
and  the  J.D.-Ph.D.  (Juris  Doctor- 
Doctor  of  Philosophy)  are  offered  in 
Clinical  Psychology. 

Students  in  the  Ph.D.  program  are 
trained  primarily  as  specialists  in 
clinical  theory,  clinical  research  and 
research  methodology.  The  content 


of  the  Psy.D.  program  is  designed  to 
retain  the  basic  skills  and  knowledge 
traditional  to  clinical  psychology, 
such  as  psychodiagnostic  testing  and 
psychotherapy,  while  simultaneously 
exposing  the  individual  to  new  ideas 
and  practices  in  the  field.  The  Psy.D. 
program  emphasizes  clinical  applica- 
tion   and    knowledge    whereas    the 
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Ph.D.  program  emphasizes  research 
application  and  knowledge. 

The  J. D. -Ph.D.  program  is  de- 
signed to  train  lawyer-  clinical  psy- 
chologists who  will  promote  signifi- 
cant and  unique  applications  of 
psychological  knowledge  to  legal 
contexts.

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CREATIVE  ARTS  in  THERAPY 

The  Creative  Arts  in  Therapy  Pro- 
gram is  a  two-year  program  leading 
to  a  Master  of  Creative  Arts  in  Ther- 
apy Degree  (MCAT).  The  didactic 
and  experiential  aspects  of  the  pro- 
gram are  balanced  and  are  given  on  a 
continuum.  This  format  enhances 
the    integration    of    theoretical    ap- 


proaches with  practical  application. 
The  curriculum  is  designed  to  pro- 
vide advanced  technical  and  scien- 
tific study  common  to  the  disciplines 
of  art  therapy,  movement  therapy 
and  music  therapy,  as  well  as  special- 
ized didactic  and  practicum  training 
in  one  of  the  three  disciplines.  Grad- 
uates function  as  specialists  within  a 
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team  or  consultant  structure  en- 
abling them  to  work  professionally 
within  community  resources. 


The  purpose  of  the  Master's  De- 
gree Program  in  Family  Therapy  is  to 
provide  the  student  with  an  inten- 
sive, specialized  training  experience 
which  will  serve  as  a  firm  theoretical 
and  practical  base  for  becoming  a 
competent  family  therapist.  The 
education  experience  consists  of 
three  main  categories:  (a)  conceptual 
learning  about  family  therapy  in  gen- 


eral, family  relational  dynamics,  eval- 
uation and  therapy  in  particular;  (b) 
supervised  clinical  learning  from 
working  with  families  with  a  wide  va- 
riety of  presenting  problems  as  well 
as  racial,  ethnic,  and  socio-economic 
backgrounds;  (c)  contextual  learning 
about  a  variety  of  professional  set- 
tings in  which  family  therapy  as  well 
as  family  based  consultation  and  su- 
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pervision  will  be  key  features  of  this 
experience.  The  two  year  program 
can  be  extended  to  a  maximum  of 
three  years  in  order  to  accommo- 
date the  student  who  must  continue 
to  work  while  pursuing  graduate 
school.  Upon  completion  of  this 
program,  students  receive  a  Master 
of  Family  Therapy  (MFT)  Degree.
